21 when two gunmen forced the 
elder Bonanno into a car. He 
said one gunman fired a single 
shot at him before the auto spec 
away. 


Eonanno disappeared hours 


before he was to appear before 
a grand jury investigating or- 
ganized crime. 


A year ago, U.S. Senate inves 


tigators were given a report by 
New York Police describing Bo- 
nanno as "one of the most im 
portant Mafia — Cosa Nostra 
or crime syndicate — leaders in 
the United States." 


Earlier this week, Hearst col- 


umnist Walter Winchell report- 
ed he had been told by under- 
world informants that Bonanno 
was well.

85 years ago, died quietly this week in 
California at the age of 92. Pneumonia 
ended a life of intellectual turbulence for 
Dr. Alexander Meiklejohn, a life which 
brought him fame, honor and many diffi- 
culties. 


A native of England, Meiklejohn was 


educated in philosophy at Brown and Cor- 
nell and became a professor in the former's 
philosophy department. He became presi- 
dent of Amherst in 1912. and there his edu- 
cational innovations burst upon the na- 
tional scene. His revolutions included such 
measures as emphasizing the social sciences 
and placing a student board in charge of 
•tudent conduct. And in the 1920's they 
stirred up such a storm that he was asked 
to resign. 


Dr. Meiklejohn came to the University 


of Wisconsin where he continued his ex- 
perimentation with educational processes 
under President Glenn Frank. In 1927 they 
established what was known as an Experi- 
mental College. He replaced classes with 
conferences, lectures and discussions. Stu- 
dents and faculty lived together in what 
was designed as a self-sufficient intellectual 
community. And the storm mounted. 


The college was accused of fostering 


everything from Bolshevism to free love, 
and closed after a few years. 


Gradually Dr. Meiklejohn faded into re- 


tirement and old age. But he was described 
as "bright, spry, tireless and enjoying life 
almost until the very end." 


And in his retirement the former Wis- 


consin professor must have smiled quietly 
over how many of his "innovations" have 
become standard educational practice in 
recent years. 


Not Much New in Guiana 


Black and white racism is not the only 


kind that plagues the world. 


The British are keeping a shaky sort of 


peace in British Guiana despite the fact 
that the country has been independent and 
self-governing for more than a year. But 
without the British it is likely that the 
hardly hidden antipathies between the Ne- 
groes and East Indians, who almost split 
the population, would explode once more 
into almost open warfare. 


The recent election changed the parties 


in power, the premier and the controlling 
race but not the picture of unrest and in- 
cipient violence. 


When the country first held elections 


under British supervision, the winner was 
East Indian Dr. Cheddi Jagan and his Chi- 
cago-born wife. Both Jagans had spent 
years in controversy with the British about 
Guiana. They were tied to various Commu- 
nist causes and reported to be tied to Com- 
munist regimes. Neither gave any indica- 
tion of changing viewpoints with the re- 
sponsibility of government. 


But the Jagans were unable to solve 


the problems, not only of the city Negroes 
but of the East Indian farmers. Self-gov- 
ernment failed to bring instant wealth and 


happiness. Dissident Negroes claimed favor- 
itism given to the East Indians. Scattered 
episodes of violence soon developed into 
the hunting down of unprotected Negroes 
by the East Indians and subsequent repri- 
sals. At least 165 people were knifed or 
shot to death and there were probably 
some thousand less serious casualties. 


Last week the Guianese held national 


elections. Jagan increased his percentage 
to 45.8. almost exactly the ratio of East In- 
dian registered voters. But his opponent, 
Negro Forbes Burnham. worked out a coali- 
tion with a minority party and came out 
ahead. Jagan then sought the coalition with 
Burnham which he had spurned last sum- 
mer. 


The British will stay to try to keep the 


peace with British troops. The United 
States, apparently thoroughly disillusioned 
with Jagan and his pro-Red friends, will 
send aid which it hopes will get to East 
Indian farmers as well as Negroes. But un- 
derneath, the tensions and suspicions con- 
tinue to simmer. Each side watches for any 
overt sign of trouble and usually it isn't 
hard to find. So far independence to 
Guiana has meant neither peace, prosper- 
ity or even the recognition of responsibil- 
ity.

The Basic Issue Is Morality 


One of the increasingly serious prob- 


lems on a national scale facing health au- 
thorities is the new incidence of venereal 
disease especially among both boys and 
girls in their teens. The percentage of the 
population infected is highest in the large 
cities and Milwaukee is one of the areas 
cited by a national survey where the dis- 
ease has increased considerably. 


A couple of decades ago. a national pro- 


gram aimed at curing syphilitics brought 
the matter of venereal disease out into the 
open. Great strides were made in treat- 
ment with the new antibiotics being de- 
veloped at that time. Victims were encour- 
aged to seek treatment by publicity stress- 
ing that the disease could be caught inno- 
cently. 


To a great extent the program was a 


success. But in later years it actually may 
have contributed to the new increases of 
those afflicted. Since syphilis can be cured 
if caught early enough, one restraint to 
promiscuity—that of fear of the disease— 
was in large part removed. And the con- 
cern about public opinion was also dis- 
solved. 


There have been a number of reasons 


cited for the new increase. Population 
moves to urban centers, the ease and speed 
of travel which spreads any disease fur- 
ther and faster are factors. 


But the real reason for the increase in 


venereal disease is promiscuity and what 
are certainly changing patterns of sexual 
behavior. Syphilis itself is only a symptom 
of what may be a much more serious so- 
cial problem. 


We have applauded the fact that sex is 


no longer a shunned word. Our Victorian 
ancestors certainly developed inhibitions 
which led to a wide array of physical and 
emotional ills. The knowledge that sexual 
worries or maladjustments can be the cause 
of a lot of troubles has served to lead indi- 
viduals to seek help without shame. The 
time is long past for chaperones and stor- 
ies about the stork. 


But the 
new freedom, 
particularly 


among those of high school and college age, 
has developed a new problem. We cannot 
turn the clock back and halt changes in 
sexual mores. But promiscuity is a sign of 
hard-heartedness, a denial of dignity and 
worth of other individuals that is certainly 
as evil as the old authority of husband over 
wife in all matters. As some church leaders 
at various universities have tried to point 
out. it is not necessarily the sexual rela- 
tions outside of marriage that are wrong, 
except as to an individual's religious views. 
It is the spirit in which such relations are 
indulged. And throughout the high school 
and college years, we feel this is an error 
of both girls and boys. 


In order to stem the increases in vener- 


eal disease certainly our young people need 
information. Most of our schools make an 
effort in this direction. But all the knowl- 
edge of spirochetes and symptoms will not 
cure the attitude which seeks mere sexual 
pleasure without mature love and an em- 
phasis upon the here and now rather than 
all the tomorrows. There is a revolution 
going on in the realm of the erotic and 
American parents once more face the ma- 
jor responsibility for understanding it.

It was 
burned down dbout * dozen 
years ago. The same year he

the opening o» a road on the 
east side of Fox R'vei, from 


nearly opposite the residence 
of the late Charles A. Grig- 
non. at the foot of the Grand 
Kaukauna Rapids, to a point 
near the residence of the late 
John P. Arndt, who had just 
opened the first tavern at 
Green Bay. 


When Gen'l Cass made the 


famous treaty of 1827 with the

present.

of 
centuries 


(still going on as if they had 
just begun)

only a small body of knowl- 
edge on which most, but not 
all. scholars agree. 


The 
general 
outlines

Christ's life are clear. He was 
born in Bethlehem, grew up in 
Nazareth, spent most of his 
ministry in Galilee, north and 
west of the Sea of Galilee, and 
died in Jerusalem. The center 
of his ministry was at Caper- 
naum, and he is known to 
have

or 
worked 
m 


perhaps a dozen other cities 
and towns in Galilee. 


Jesus traveled up and down 


the land which is now Israel, 
Jordan, Syria and Lebanon. 
At that time, most of this 
area was the eastern outpost 
of the Roman Empire and the 
civilization, particularly along 
the coast, was Hellenistic. For 
that reason, Jesus avoided the 
coast and spent most of his 
time in the 
inland Jewish

centers. The spread of Chris- 
tianity to the Gentiles was left 
to the apostles.

dents. As a matter of fact, the 
older drivers are, according to 
the 
newspapers 
and other 


reporting media, less involved 
in accidents than the teen- 
agers or the so-called middle 
bracket operators. Mr. Karns 
has not, evidently, taken into 
consideration the type of driv- 
ing 90 per cent of these older 
drivers do in our community, 
also reveals districts com- 
prising an area from DePere, 
Wrightstown, Holla n d t o w n, 
Freedom, Oneida, Kimberly, 
Little Chute, all these districts 
there is very little public 
transportation 
at

best, and in some of them 
none at all, except the private 
automobile and o p e r a t e d 
mostly by the older citizens, 
who not only have a sizeable 
sum invested in their trans- 
portation, also they have paid 
their share of the costs of new 
and improved roads, some of 
which they seldom use.
